LOGOS HOPE OR LOGOS ABUSE 2020?—MONDAY/27/JAN/2020 


I attempted to visit this opportunity, glorified by some and was most distressed by the trauma 
and abuse to children, women and senior citizens of Trinidad and Tobago, being experienced. 

I saw and was in those tremendously long lines to go on board, in the blazing hot sun on 
Wednesday the 22nd of January and the similar crowded spaces on board. The suffering of so 
many children and others because of the bad, inefficient and ineffective management of the 
Logos Team, to provide a safe and comfortable entry, to their much talked about ship library, 
was a total disgrace, coming from a welcomed visitor to our paradise here, with all its challenges 
already experienced in some quarters, a few with a similar behaviour by our authorities. 

I reached the Port at 10.30am to line up and stayed in lines up to 1.30pm, the time I boarded 
the ship, a total of three hours. This was such a distressing experience, but I took the suffering 
because my 6 year, grandson was somewhere along those lines, with his Primary School, trying 
to get on board and most likely experiencing that frustration and abuse to a child, that was so 
vivid to all the adults there, he already having a short attention span, typical of his age. 

Children were crying, fainting, vomiting and trying to cover their heads with whatever was 
available, a sight I hope never to see again. Not to mention the signs of distress by the adults. 

As soon as I came on board, I asked for the manager, one Nathan and explained to him that we 
have laws in Trinidad and Tobago, which protect our citizens from abuse, especially our children, 
women and senior citizens and if that kind of abuse continues by the Logos Hope Team, there 
will be no other option, but to go to our Courts and file an Injunction to stop the Logos Company 
from coming here in the future. 

Five minutes after my meeting with Manager Nathan, I managed to get through those crowds 
and exit the boat. 

My grandson told men he saw me in the lines, but I did not see him. 

If the Ministry of Education, the Port Authority, the Tourism Board, the Children's Authority and 
anyone else, with the responsibility to oversee such distress, suffering and abuse to our citizens, 
take note of this Report and the many others, that must have come to their attention, they will 
be well advised to ensure that Logos Hope and the Port Authority improve this visiting Logos 
Hope entrance system of visiting, before one or more fatalities occur during their visit as a direct 
consequence to the improper management in use and correct the misrepresentation in this well 
advertised attempt to share knowledge, so opposite to our well managed NALIS Library system 
here in TT.
